States. — 

John Ulrich, an executive with 
Pacific, Gas and-Electric said the gas 
to the pool boiler (heater) could be 
shut off within five days of notifica- 
tion (tomorrow). 

In response, Hartnell’s Board of 
Trustees approved the drafting of an 
appeal to PUC Tuesday night. 
Meanwhile, the college can continue 
to use its natural gas supply to heat 
the pool during the appeal process 
Ulrich said: 

The final decision on whether. the 
pool heat will be turned off rests with 
Salinas Mayor Henry Hibino accord- 
ing to PUC spokesman Ray Parks. 
PUC gave all mayors in California 
the authority to shut down or keep 
open pools within their jurisdiction. 

Mayor Hibino said Tuesday that 
he had not been contacted by the 
colllege. He said however he is in 
favor of keeping the pool open. ‘‘I. 
would suggest, however, that they 
maintain a lower level (of tempera- 
ture).’” 

The pool heater uses enough gas 
to heat 70 Salinas homes annually at 
a cost of about $35,000. 

College President Gibb Madsen 
doubted the rule. applied to the 


college-pool,-but Ulrich said-there. is - 


no distinction between the college 
pool or any other in the PUC rule. 

.At the prospects of the appeal, 
Ulrich commented, ‘‘We’re in an 
unusual situation where we are 
notified of: an alleged violation. 
When we attempt to enforce the 
rule, we run into this type of appeal 
process.’’ 

PUC spokesman Parks explains 
‘‘We’re counting on the mayors to be 


good citizens and conserve energy. 
It’s more or less let your conscience 
be your guide...whether that’s best 
or not, is a matter of personal 
opinion. But at least until the energy 
crisis is over, this is what we have to 
live with.’” 

“1 can’t tell you whether or not 
that effectively cancelled the (PUC 
pool rule) but | can tell you that no 
one’s going to enforcé it now.’ 

If the boiler was shut off, swim 
coach Mike Garibaldi said, it might 
seriously curtail pool use. 

‘‘We’re not only talking about our 
swim team and swim classes, we’re 
talking about a high school team 
(Salinas high) and a YMCA team 
that uses the pool,’’ Garibaldi said. 

President Madsen acknowledged 
that he knew of the ruling before PG 
and E notified the college Tuesday. 

‘‘| had had. several’ phone calls 
from. persons. concerned with the 
(PUC) rule, but | hadn’t received 
anything official.’’ 

Madsen chided the PUC saying, 
“They have a responsibility too, to 
make us aware of decisions such as 
these.’’ 

Although he knew the PUC had 
issued some type of ruling pertaining 
to the heating of pools, Madsen said 
he was not going to ‘‘turn the heat 
off because of someone calling me 
over the phone — hearsay.’’ 

Although the college may have to 
turn off the heat if the appeal is 
denied, the pool could be heated in 
the. future with a solar heater. 

Solar heat in the future? 

The. Board of Trustees. has been 
considering installing a solar heating 
unit to supplement heating the pool. 

College architect. Jerome Kasavan 
estimates the solar unit could. reduce 
the amount of natural gas used by 
one third. 

The only drawback is the cost of 
installing the solar heater. 

Kasavan estimates the installation 
cost would be about $75,000. ‘‘A 
grim prospect,’’ he said.
